Fringe benefits of the Fringe 


Lucrative for buskers and street artisans, but not for neighborhood businesses

hristina Lukomskyj is predict- 

ing her business will turn a 
profit at this year’s Fringe 
Festival. The fortune-teller says 
business at her booth on the 
Fringe’s midway has been steady. 

“] think it’s the energy I project 
at my booth,” said Lukomskyj. 
“People seem attracted to it.” She 
paid $800 to set up a booth at the 
Fringe, but in three days doing 10- 
15 minute card readings at $20 a 
pop, she’s already paid off her 
investment. 

The psychic is just one of many 
hoping to cash in on the Fringe’s 
suecess. Every year, some 450,000 
people flood into Edmonton's Old 
Strathcona neighborhood for the 
annual theatre festival. 

With them come the hair braid- 
ers, devil stick merchants and Jimi 
Hendrix tribute band buskers. 
They line Whyte Avenue, hoping 
to make some money. In fact, 
according to one hair braider, a 
good day brings in $100 at $1 an 
inch. 

Most Whyte Avenue store-own- 
ers, however, say the Fringe 
attracts people, but not a lot of 
purchases. Michelle Hagan, a sales 
clerk at Huckleberry & Chin — an 
antique and interiors store near 
the Fringe site —says lots of peo- 
ple have been in, but sales haven't 
been any different. 

“We thought during Fringe peo- 
ple might be more impulsive, but 
that hasn't been the case.” 

Instead, the Fringe means 
stores incur higher overhead as 
they add sales staff who work 
three times the normal hours. 
Both Huckleberry & Chin and 
Grateful Threads, a clothing store 
next door, have three to four staff 
working instead of one and are 
open until 10pm every night. 

Some merchants note the 
Fringe isn’t precisely Christmas in 
August. Gayle Martin, who owns 
Kringles: A Christmas Tradition on

Whyte Avenue, says traffic is high- 
er, but not sales. She figures peo- 
ple don’t want to carry around 
bags as they Fringe. 

Nor is she too wild about the 
buskers on the street, who she 
says often set up shop in front of 
existing businesses, blocking win- 
dow displays. “They don’t pay 
taxes; they don’t have staff. They 
just come and squat for 10 days.” 

Martin concedes they add to the 
ambience of the area, but she dis- 
likes it when the buskers leave 
behind garbage for the merchants 
to clean up the next day. 

“I don’t think it (the Fringe) is 
really hurting anyone in the area,” 


said Martin, “but I think some- 
times the benefits of it are blown 
out of proportion.” 

Some store-owners are just con- 
cerned with surviving the 10-day 
festival intact. In 1993, CycleLogic, 
a bike store just off Whyte on 105 
Street, was broken into and torch- 
ed during the theatre event. Rich 
Schafenacker, the shop’s owner, 
said it’s taken the better part of 
two years for his business to 
recover from the $200,000 blaze. 

Like other store-owners, Schaf- 
enacker cites increased traffic in 
the area as beneficial, but adds he 
gets nervous around festival time. 
“If you can make it through the 


e 
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Fringe, you'll probably make it 
through the rest of the year.” 

Crime, however, seems to be 
the exception and not the rule at 
the festival, according to beat con- 
stable lan MacKechnie. He is 
something of a festival veteran 
now, having worked the Fringe six 
times. 

During Fringe, the Old Strath 
cona Police Detachment doubles 
the number of beat officers from 
four to eight. They work the “third 
watch”, a shift going from 7 pm - 5 
am. Problems are minor, says 
MacKechnie, and include theft, 
disturbances, vandalism and, this 
year, some counterfeit money 

“Unfortunately, you get a lot of 
people who aren't there for the 
Fringe and they get all liquored up 
and cause the problems,” said 
MacKechnie. “As for the Fringe it- 
self, we have no problem with the 
beer tents because they're so well- 
organized.” 

Someone who does notice the 
four beer tents seating about 450 
people is Brinton McLaughlin, 
manager of the nearby Billiard 
Club. While the bar is still busy, 
crowds tend to come later at 
night, said McLaughlin. And in 
terms of sales, “if it’s nice weath- 
er, we're screwed”. 

However, McLaughlin noted 10 
days out of 12 months doesn’t 
have much of an impact on the 
bar’s business. More troubling for 
Whyte Avenue bar operators is the 
behavior of their patrons during 
Fringe. “It’s a very delicate public 
relations job, because you have so 
many people in the area and lots 
are in a party mood,” said 
McLaughlin. “You have to temper 
that.” 

Back at the Psychic Nose, Chris- 
tina Lukomskyj's booth, the for- 
tune-teller probably understands 
the market as well as anyone, 
even though it’s her first Fringe. 
Said the card-reader: “I predict 
everybody will have some need of 
what I have to tell them.” e

hink dance club. In Edmonton, 

you'll think a mix of techno, hip- 
hop and house, with a few short sets

Off an alley behind the Rev Cab- 
aret, in the basement room that’s 
sometimes open if there’s a partic- 
ularly large crowd upstairs, there’s 
a new attempt to offer an alterna- 
tive to that kind of dance club. 
Three nights a week, DJs spin an 
evening of varying types of dance 
music that may not appeal to a 
wide audience. 


Friend in cultural self-exile

to England to visit a culturally self- 
exiled friend, began bringing his 
brand of Brit-pop dance music to 
the room on Saturday nights. More 
recently, Rev management decided 
his endeavor was successful 
enough that they could try similar 
initiatives on Thursdays and 
Fridays. 

“I stood around with my friends 
in all the other clubs in the city 
waiting for that one gem to come 
around and then danced whole- 
heartedly for the six minutes it 
was on,” Stewart said, of his love 
of Brit-pop. His friend, now in 
England, left because she wanted 
to find a scene that didn’t exist in 
Edmonton. 

Having spun a couple of suc- 
cessful raves, he met with co-oper- 
ation when he found out about the 
Rev’s search for new uses for the 
basement space. 

“We've always had this idea in 
the back of our heads that we 
wanted to do this,” said the Rev’s 
Wayne Jones. “It was an idea that 
came out of some of the London 
clubs, that would offer something 
different each night of the week — 


not just your regular dance-club 
fare.” 

“We just hadn’t found the right 
person to do it.” 

Stewart calls the club Shine and 
now operates a second night: 
Thursdays. It features the funk and 
soul of DJ lightfingers klepto, 
someone Stewart describes as pos- 
sessing “the most incredible col- 
lection of funk”. He's set to begin a 
third night, featuring a more ambi- 
ent, coffee-house feel, but the dif- 
fering requirements for Sunday 
liquor licenses have set that pro- 
ject back. 

And on Fridays, Mixmaster Dra- 
gon spins a combination of techno, 
house and trip-hop in an evening 
called Purple City. It’s separate 
from Stewart, but involves a simi- 
lar rent agreement stipulating the 
dance club can’t compete directly 
with the music offered that night 
by the Rev. 

“You're obviously going toward 
a very specific market,” Jones said. 
“It’s not that big of a market, but 
it’s something peopie want to 
hear.”

“(Chim Chim’s Badass Revenge) talks 
against the man. And it exposes the 
hypocrisy in the U.S. and in the music busi- 
ness and in society and in the world in gen- 
eral that a lot of people don’t like hearing 
about. But they gotta hear it because we 
hear it and we see it and we talk about it and 
we put it in our music.”

Moore admitted Austin “understands how 
to work what he’s used to working, which is 
R&B and rap and not rock 'n’ roll.”

Busta Rhymez did a 
feature on Psychologically Overcast, he did 
a keyboard part on Love Hate and he did a 
keyboard part on Chim Chim’s Badass 
Revenge. But that’s about it, man.” 

The album was meant as a sequel to Give 
a Monkey a Brain's stab at those with politi- 
cal and financial power. 

“It’s like the yin and the yang. The other 
monkey, Chim Chim, is the working class 
monkey, the blue-collar monkey, the janitor 
or the postal worker, or the guy that washes 
cars, whatever. He does a lot of hard work, 
but he doesn’t get recognized or paid proper- 
ly for what he’s doing.”

Belke said. They have also performed in 
Toronto and Montreal, and more frequent- 
ly in Alberta and British Columbia.

Indeed, Belke calls the band’s Cargo 
début Redeemer “a new, old album. ..a 
collection of songs, some of them we've 
played for years, that we finally got 
around to recording.”

Though the 
distribution contract has yet to be signed, 
Belke’s not worried because the guys 
have had a strong relationship with Cargo 
ever since 1988, when SNFU’s third album 
was one of Cargo’s first projects. 

“The fact that (a contract) hasn’t been 
signed yet and they've released our album 
probably explains the kind of relationship 
we have with them.” 

And that’s one less piece of baggage for

This disc’s about as original as 
guitarist John Thomas Griffith’s 
nickname: the Griff. That’s disap- 
pointing for a few reasons. First, 
these guys hail from New Orleans, 
a place quite capable of spawning 
original stuff. Then there’s the 
band’s name, which suggests hill- 
billy affinity. On top of that, the 
name was taken from “an early 
theatrical piece by Sam Shepard 
and Patti Smith.” So there’s some 
punk sensibility as well, perhaps? 

No such luck. What’s really hap- 
pening here is a different take on 
the Hootie and the Blowfish theme 
(members of which are somewhat 
cryptically thanked in the liner 
notes). Lyrics are more intelligent, 
but this is generic, push-no-barri- 
ers pop.

This one-woman show by Vancouver playwright Ann St. James por- 
trays the evolving status of three women connected to what first seems 
like a simple event: a boy’s expulsion from school. As the mother nar- 
rates her own desperate circumstances and the violence in which her 
son is caught, the school principal explains how her own circumstances 
force her into opposition. The mother’s landlady, whose son is connect- 
ed to the school incident, narrates her story and stake in the conflict. St. 
James infuses her characters with passion and humility; they appear to 
us as real human beings for whom pain and regret underlies their “right” 
convictions.

In the Company of a Fly e*ee 

Ed. Note: While not an official Fringe offering, we felt Koy Koy 
deserved a review for learning English on the drive west, all the time 
believing a venue would appear. 

Subverting the Fringe establishment, Montreal's indulgent but exquis- 
ite Koy Koy Theatre squirms through the Princess Theatre’s rotting base- 
ment like freshly hatched maggots. This is the perfect (unofficial) venue 
for their dissection of isolation and self-loathing a la Samuel Beckett. 
Restricted from his plays by copyright, they present characters from his 
stories, housed in an asylum. These are people who fully understand 
Beckett, frightening as that may be. Their explorations of his characters 
were so intense I thought they might actually bleed themselves for the 
sake of the text. 

Michel Andre Cardin is stunning and irrepressible as the suicidal mis- 
anthropist. When Alexis Roy’s lunatic binds himself in a tow line, I 
thought he might actually commit suicide just to prove the injustice of 
the world, an injustice evident by the room of empty chairs for this pow- 
erful and baffling performance. This improvisational dance theatre goes 
on a half hour too long, but is not to be missed by those for whom even 
the Fringe is too mainstream.

With the money Peaches made dancing, 
she opened a’small restaurant. Now she 
does the phone job to make ends meet 
while trying to get the restaurant off the 
ground. 

Well, so much for the Hot Live Phone 
Sex the ad promised me! This sounded 
more like 1-800-Dear Abby. You only get 
the good stuff if you use your credit card, 
Victor Dicriscio tells me. He’s the presi-
